With a wry flicker in his eyes Thomas Edison once re- 


marked that "Instead of learning to drink in joy through 
their minds," some people ''try to find it through their eyes 
and their ears—and sometimes through their stomachs." 
They "fail to adopt the right spirit toward their life work, 
and consequently fail to enjoy the satisfaction and the hap- 
piness which comes from doing a job, no matter what it is, 
absolutely in the best way within their power." 


Today, his birthday.'is a good day to look to Edison for 


light on a Dressing' modern problem—how to find peace of 
mind.Edison was not satisfied to help humanity in a physical 
way alone, though he did that beyond measure. He wanted 
to add to humanity's spiritual fund as well, drawing from 
his own depth of spirit. This "by-product'' of his mind is in 
a sense one of Edison's most valuable inventions—like some 
others had dreamed of and put into action, perhaps, but not 
to such successful degree. His belief in work for fun spared 
him much of the mental misery which blights others' lives. 
At the same time it drew the sting from trouble he could not 
avoid. "I have always found," he said, "when I was worry- 
ing, that the best thing to do was to put my mind upon some- 
thing, work hard and forget what was troubling me. As a 
cure for worrying, work is much better than whiskey." 


Another current matter of concern which Edison il- 


lumines is that of a longer life span. No man showed more 
impressively than he how to make long life worth living. The 
great inventor was nearly eighty when he tackled the syste- 
matic study of botany to help him find the best native Ameri- 
can plant from which to produce rubber! He who heeds 
Edison's example of continuous curiosity of mind need never 
dread old age. 


From this discussion of how Edison's work-spirit may 


be borrowed to advantage by any individual, there emerges 
the matter of what such a work-spirit means to society. It is 
dear that a man made happy by practical work is a. useful 
mam. to society. Edison's enjoyment of the daily challenge of 
his work, and of his achievements as he reviewed them over 
the years, spurred him on and on. His being allowed to give 
free rein to his genius, we should note, not only enriched the 
life of the man himself but resulted in scientific advances 
which have enriched the lives of everyone.. If Edison had not 
beat permitted to release his creative powers full flow 
through free work the world would be less well off: the 
world's standards for the good life would sag far. below 
those we follow.
